Lennon and Kathy Griffin; he 1is credited with mentoring
hundreds of students and developing their passion for the arts;

Award Committee in Chicago; in 1990, he was honored by Oak Park
and River Forest High School with their Outstanding Alumni
Achievement and Service Award; he was an active member of the
Lutheran faith, serving on various committees and choirs and
was currently a member of Lutheran Church of the Cross in

Nisswa, Minnesota; and

WHEREAS, He was preceded in death by his parents, Dan and
Selma Eitrheim; his brother, Donald; and his niece, Susan

Lankford; and
